The river in the tv.enty-four hours ending list 
evening, had fallen two inches, and was then neatly 
at a stand, with fi feet 5 inches water on the falls 
and 9 feet 1 inch in the canal. 

The Kentucky river commenced rising on Satur- 
day. 

At Cincinnati the river was a! out at a stand on 
Saturday. It will doubtless commence rising here 
to-day. 

According to the Nashville papers the Cumber- 
land was still falling on Friday evening, with 1 feet 
water on the shoals. 

The City of Memphis. — Capt. Kountz's new steam- 
er bearing this name arrived from Pittsburg last 
evening, and after lying at the wharf for a few 
hours, was taken over the falls safely and proceeded 
to New Orleans. The City of Memphis is one of 
the largest boass afloat. Her hull has the following 
dimensions: length o00 feet, l>eam 4o feet, and depth 
7„ 1 "s .feet. She has two engines, each 8 feet stroke, 
two doctors, six five line ltoilers, 30 feet long, and a 
steam apparatus for taking fricght out of and put- 
ting it into the hold, on an entirely new plan, which 
is called an "Elevator." It h a great improvement 
on the old plan. The cabin, which, as well as the 
engines, are those of -the old Crvstal Palace, is fine- 
ly furnished and decorated. It contains 68 large 
state rooms, and the guards are the widest we have 
ever seen on steamboats. Bith houses and all other 
conveniences are attached to it. The cabin is 
warmed by steam. The City of Memphis is inten- 
ded for the St. I^ntis and New Orleans trade, and 
it is believed tha*. she can carry 1,K00 tons. She hud 
in tow the hull of the Crystal Palace, which is to 
be used for a wharf-boat. 

The R. J. Ward for New Orleans. — This splendid 
steamer, commanded by Capt. Silas T. Miller, will 
leave for New Orleans this evening. Nothing i an 
exceed the splendor of her accommodations, and for 
her table it is not excelled either on water or on 
land. Capt. Miller is well known as an efficient 
commander and a clever gentleman. The Ward ar- 
rived on Saturday niorniug, hut we did not receive 
her papers till Saturday night when they were out 
of date. We understand that she had live hundred 
sacks of coffee. 

For the JAmmH Hirer. — The J. II. O J-sl.v, 
Capt. Ogljs!.y, will leave for the Missouri river t< - 
day. The O. is a large and elegant boat, and well 
officered.

IhniTTPK, Iowa — Thomas Oliver, the driver of 
the stage between Galena and Bellcvue, given the 
follow ing facts, which have created the most iutense 
excitement in Bellcvue. 

For sometime past there has existed a gang of 
counterfeiters in Bellevue, of whom one or two were 
suspected, and a man named Ingle is said to have 
been connected with them, and threatened to ex- 
pose the leader of the cang. He (the ringleader) 
was overheard to say that he would send to Louis- 
iana for his nephew, who would shut Ingle's mouth, 
and that '• dead men tell no tales.'' His nepleus 
came, was introduced to Ingle, liecame quite inti- 
mate with him immediately, and the second day 
proposed a hunt. Ingle agreed, and after they had 
proceeded a distance into the woods, Ingle preceding 
his comrade, attention was directed to a squirrel in 
a tree, and while Ingle was looking ut it, the other 
shot him, the ball entering the kick ; art of the 
head, and p"netrating quite through the 'front of the 
forehead. The murderer returned to Bellevue, and 
the body having been found tw o days afterwards, he 
w as arrested and confined in jail. 
_ At about I o'clock on Sunday afternoon last, the 
citizens of Belvue. fearing that he would in some 
manner escape, went to the jail and demanded the 
murderer. The jailor refused, they armed them- 
selves with crowbars, &c, broke into the jail, took 
the prisoner to a tree near by and preqiared to hang 
him, giving the prisoner twenty minutes respite. 
He confessed to the murder, said he was hired by 
the counterfeiters, and onlv wished that thev should 
share his fate. He said "he had killed a' man in 
Louisiana, and had twice attempted to murder a wo- 
man. Alter this confession was nude in the hear- 
ing of three hundred citizens he was hung. 

Attempts were made to arrest the two counter- 
feiters, but one had escaped, and the other was halv- 
ing an examination — either in Bellevue oj in some 
town near by — upon a charge of counterfeiting. 
The justice declared that the man should not be dis- 
turlied till after the examination, and presented a 
double-barrelled gun, with which he threatened to 
shoot the first man that interfered. The crowd was 
thus kept at bay, and the man. it appears, was suf- 
fered to escape through the back itar. 

When the steamer Flora arrived at Rellevue, this 
man managed to get on Imard, which was discovered 
just after the boat had left the shore. A party of 
150 men started down the river for the next laaitag 
place, expecting to anticipate the arrival of the boat. 

When Mr. Oliver left Bellevue they hud not re- 
turned, aud the greatest excitement was prevailing 
among the inhabitants. 

Another account states that one of the counterfeit- 
ers was arrested by the people of Bellevue. and that 
the man on board of the Flora was under the charge 
of an officer, to put him in jail in some place where 
he would be safe from the excited populace of 
Bcdievue. 

Just al out seventeen years ago last Saturday, if 
we rememla.-r rightly, the "Great Lynching" took 
place at Ikllevue, when ten or fifteen j*rsons were 
killed. We are sorrv to hear ot this new violence.

Nicaragua. — The intelligence brought by the 
Tennessee fully continn the reports already tele- 
graphed via Charleston, respecting the retreat of 
Ixickridge, the explosion of the J. N. Scott, &c. 

Col. Lockridge advanced to Castillo on the 28th 
of March with 300 men on board the steamers Scott 
and Rescue. He found the enemy had fortified Nel- 
son's Hill, J ill yards in th.- rear of the Castle, w ith 
strong breastworks, ditches, several large ^uns and 
500 men. He retreated w ithout making an attack, 
and destroyed all the fortifications below Castillo, 
abandoning all hope of opening the River. Bt dis- 
banded the two battallions of recruits and formed 
another from those w ho were wjlling to go to Walk- 
er via Panama. 

April 2d, tha boiler of the "Scott" exploded near 
Sempiqui, killing and wounding al out fifty of the 
officers and men. 1 he sick and wounded were im- 
mediately sent to Punta Arenas, upon the Rescue. 
The Tennessee brought away all who were able to 
be removed. 

Col. Lockridge was up the river with a poAhn of 
his force and a large supply of pro visions. 

The Tennessee left in "the harbor of San Juan, 
April fith II. B. M. war steamers Orion, Cossack, 
Archer, Tartar, Pioneer and Intrepid.

— Liinji S'liuhrr ff F/Util ati'l \lonndtd — ( cwlitiuit 
it f tin- SMatrx. — The Tennessee brought on twenty- 
live men recently connected with Walker's Mf, 
They lire iti a state of pitiable destitution, poorly 
clad, gaunt vtith hunger and privation, and penni- 
less. They are all rejoiced, however, to have es- 
caped from the frill of Nicaragua on any terms. 
We have had a conversation with a number of them, 
intellisein yotnij. Am -i cans, who agree oti the fol- 
lowing particulars of news since the last arrival, 
bringing an account of the attack on Castillo of 
March 30. 

The report of the capture of th.it pi ice and a larire 
loss of Lockridge's men proves to be entirely un- 
founded. OoL Ltickrtdge advanced on the towu w ith 
some 200 men, but seeing that it was in pWMhl 
of a far superior force, prudent lv retreated to Kelly 7, 
where he was joined by Col. Titus's battalion. Tlie 
whole force, including about ISO sick and wounded, 
numbered some "270 men : of these, 1*10 were m iy 
arrived Texan*. The soldiers were nearly destitute 
of provisions, and were put on an allowance of one 
cracker a da\ , no meat, and i cup of very weak tea 
without Migar. 'The dis.il led were stowed av. av in 
a temporary hospital made out of an oid shed PI feet 
long and 20 wide, devoid of all accommodations. 
They hail nothing softer to lie on than the rough 
bamboo door, peculiar to houses in that country. 
Medicines were scarce, and the *mall stock on hand 
was almost worthless, and there was only one army- 
surgeon to attend to the wants of ail the patients. 

In this desperate condition of affairs Col. lax-k- 
ridge conei. ded to make one more utletnpt to join 
Gen. Walker now at Rivas, i.v the way of the San 
Juan River, Panama, Aspinwall, up to San Juan del 
Stir, and thence to Rivas uUmt U miles from the 
latter place. On the 1st of April he MOardingh 
called all of his men together who were able tost.. ml 
in the ranks and addressed them. 

He complimented the soldiers on the bravery and 
patience which they had exhibited under the severe 
trials to w hich they had lieen so long subjected. He 
regarded the taking the forts up the river as practi- 
cally im]iossihle and did not ask the men to volun- 
teer on any such service. He had !>eeii disappointed 
by the non-arrival of Ixnnbshells and mortars from 
jfew Orleans, without which he would lie powerless 
before the enemy's fortifications. He then promised 
to lead them to Gen. Walker by the route above 
specified. He wanted only those to accompany him 
who were perfectly- willing to no and could speak 
good Euglish. The sick, wounded, and persons de- 
siring to return to the States, he would take to Pun- 
ta Arenas, where they could w ait for the first ehanee 
to go home. He asked those to step forward in front 
who were willing to make the effort to join Gen. 
Walker. Ai.out 100 men responded by advancing 
from the ranks and cheering. Some" of the men 
who remained behind expressed their disapprobation 
by groaning. 

The whole force, those who still stick to Walker's 
fortunes, the mal contetits, the sick and wounded, 
then went on board the steamers J. N. Scott and the 
Rescue which were lyiug at the !>each ready to take 
them down the river. A barge, carrying a six 
pounder, two smaller pieces of artillery, and the 
small remaining store of bread and meat was taken 
in tow by the J. N. Scott. 'The sick were placed iu 
the J. N. Scott, principally on tiie second deck 
The Rescue also earned a gun. 

On the first day of their voyage down the river 
when nearing Fort Slattcr, two of the dues of thi 
Scott exph-ded, but without doing any serious dam- 
age. The sh-'Miner put in at Fort SlatUr a short time 
for repairs and resumed her course. On the afier- 
noon of the second day the Scott stopped at the 
beach, about ■ miles from Kelly's, and a mile aud 
a half above Serapeipti, for the pttrjose of making a 
reconnoitre of that pi n e, as it wasexpected that the 
Costa Ricaus were entrenched there ready to give 
the steamers a warm reception as they went by. The 
steamer lu 'cue, almut a quarter of a mile Lehind 
the Scott at that time, was to be sent on this mis- 
sion. 

Shortly after as the Scott touched the l>each the 
boiler head blew out with ■ terrible explosion, kill- 
ing three men outright and wounding and MudfaM 
about forty others in the most shocking manner. A 
large number were blown into the river, w hich for- 
tunately was only 7 or 8 feet deep at the stern of the 
boat. 

Among them was General Wheat, well known in 
this city, who as soon as his head appeared above 
water, called out to the boys not to jump overboard, 
(which some of them were about to do,) but to re- 
main where they were. The Rescue soon came up 
and rendered an essential service in picking out the 
sutt'erers from the river and taking them offthe boat. 
The force of the explosion proved to have lieen pro- 
digious, tearing away the whole of one of the wheel- 
houses, the second deck wh«re bar was situated, the 
top deck abaft the w heel house, and considerably 
damaging the hull. 

The Rescue proceeded with the wounded to Sera- 
piqui, where six or eight of them soon died. The 
remainder were then taken to I'unta Arenas, several 
dviug tin tlie way or soon after their arrival there 
The w hole number of death* resultin_' from the dis- 
aster is believed to be about 23, and of the wounded 
alive at last accounts, 18. Among the dead are Maj. 
Morry, Capt. Haight of New Orleans, and Lieut. 
Conklin of New Yotk. On reaching I'unta Arenas 
the proposed expedition to join Gen. Walker was 
abandoned as impracticable. The men who had ex- 
pressed their willingness to accompany Col. Lock- 
ridge. refused to go on. The sick and wounded were 
placed in an old rootless shed. The provisions t\ere 
nearly all consumed, and the stock of medicines 
mMb exhausted, and it is not pmtwhle that many of 
the suffering can revive unless assistance is speedily 
rendered bv the English lleet iu the v ictuity. 

The position of Walker may lie fairly pronounced 
hopeless. Hw, on Like Nicaragua, is bis only 
position on land, if we at cept a quasi communication 
with San Juan del Sur. He b we fclBif, on • 
small steamer, by w hich be can cruise on some por- 
tions of the lake.

It is true that the deserters from Walker's anay 
found their way across the country from the lake ta 
Punta Arenas on the Pacfic coast. Hut the 
was perilous, as the published accounts showed, i 
could not have been performed by an organized eo*>> 
pany of troops. Walker's only inlet and outlet, 
therefore, is Rivas, to reach which point he most 
rely upon trading or coasting vessels between PVm- 
ma and Rivas. One or two small steamers do ply 
twice a month, we believe, or did so in mora peace- 
ful times, lietween those two points. But they caB 
at so many places that the transit is very tardy. As 
one of those steamers however was temporarily 
seized by the deserters who forced their way to 
Punta Arenas, it is probable that they are both now 
withdrawn, and communication with Walker by 
way of Panama is worth little or nothing. Judgiag 
from the manifestation of Central American patriot- 
ism, wnich the last few years of history supply/i* » 
not impossible that had' Walker a full treasury and a 
liberal hand, he might convert some of his enemies 
inUi temporary friends, but in his present circum- 
stances it is quite clear that if he can make good his 
escape, with the few men rem lining from the thou- 
sands who bad joined him in his raid npon Nicara- 
gua, his best and only wise policy is to do it without, 
the loss of a single day.

The iivst remarkable tact 
iu connection with th- struggle consists in the ex- 
pulsion of almost all the men who gained notoriety 
at the time of the free trade strug„l<-, as meralvsa 
of th-; anti-corn league. Cobdeti. Bright, Mflaer 
Gibson, ami Fox have all been beaten. When taey 
lost their vocation by the settlement of the free 
trade question, they went into the peace-at-*ay- 
price pslsj, and having voted against Lord Palmer- 
ston on the recent Chinese division, thev have paid 
a suminarv penalty. 

Ixird John Russell has gained his return as one af 
the four members for London. He was third in the 
list, Sir James Duke being at the head, Rothschild 
next, and Mr. Crawford, of the firm of Crawford, 
Colvin, & Co., East India merchants, fourth. Tha 
unsuccessful candidate was Mr. Raikes Carrie, of the 
banking firm of Curries & Co. He had been induced 
to stand owing to the universal desire expressed oa 
the morning following the Chinese division, for soase 
one to displace Ixrrd John, bur the subsequent cour- 
age shown by his lordship, and his appeals to tha 
old friendship of those w hom as had represented far 
seventeen years, turned the tide. Had the . lectins; 
taken place at the instant, Lord John, instead of 6,- 
300 votes, would scarcely have had 1,000. Even as 
it is, he ha- been informed by a majoritv of his 
friends that their support was solely given to him oat 
account of old times, and that his recent conduct 
has been far from receiv ing their approval. 

In business there is nothing new. The position af 
the Hank of France is improving, tlieir bullion hav- 
ing increased 4'7 10,000 within the pas' fortnight, bat 
the bank here is losing gold, which is being rapidly 
sent to tlie continent to purchase silver for transmis- 
sion to the cast. There are some persons who think 
that, unless we soon have a few large Australian ar- 
rivals, or a resumption of remittances from your 
side, an advance in the bank rate f -mi ti to Qt P** 
cent, may not be distant.

for the l*-t motive power for farm use; another for 
the most important invention relating to agricul- 
ture, patented within the la*t two years. 

A gold medal, \ i.lu. dat #175, will l»e awarded to 
the sue x-aful machines at the Reaper and Mower 
trial.
